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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The terminology "consisting of a material" is considered a new issue and confusing. In view of applicants 
arguments it appears that applicants are attempting to close the claim terminology as to the porosity, which is a new issue. Was 
"consisting of a material having a porosity of 2-12 vol% intended? In any case this is considered a new issue and still does not close the 
claims as to the porosity in view of the "porosity comprises" terminology in the claims. Also the terminology "wherein a diameter of 
particles of a pore-forming agent" is confusing. Terminology such as "wherein a pore forming agent for the production of the pores has a 
particle diameter in the range ...".. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In Kagawa because pore forming agents of a 
specific diameter are used it would be expected that the average diamter of the pore would have a narrow distribution. Furthermore, as to 
Azema and Greim the claims set forth "2 to 12 Vol% porosity, wherein the porosity comprises unconnected pores", the claims do not set 
forth the body has 2-12 vol% unconnected closed pores, the claims are in fact open to other porosity to be present as long as the total 
porosity is 2-12 vol% therefor leaving the claims open to pores being present having different pore sizes. The instant claims only require 
on or two pores to be present in a size of 10-48 microns, not all the closed pores to be present in between this size.. 
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
